Nearly 
Starved and Underclothing 


Her Only Garb When Discovered. 
Was Locked in Small

One of the most brutal and inhu- 


man cases of treatment of a child 
by a parent that ever has taken 
place in Talbot county or in Mary- 
land was unearthed by Miss Emma 
Davies, local agent in Easton, Md., 
for the Children's 
Aid 
society of 


Maryland, near St. Michaels. 
The 


facts in the case, so far as can be 
escertained are as follows. 


It is said that nearly twelve years 


ago Grace 
~Iarshall, 
daughter 
ol 


Frank Marshall, who lives on a farm 
near St. Michaels, then sixteen yeara 
of age, was going with a young man, 
to whom her father and stepmothei 
objected, and, to keep her from meet- 
ing him, they locked her up in a room 
in their house about eight by ten feet. 
One day she escaped from the room 
and jumped 
from 
a 
second-story 


porch to the ground, breaking a leg 
She was picked up and carried in the 
house and the limb reset, but not 
properly, one leg being left about 
four inches shorter than the other. 


After she recovered she never was 


allowed to leave the room. Marshall 
had other children, but on the death 
of his first wife they were distributed 
around among her relatives. 


One of these little girls was placed 


in the home of her aunt on Kent is- 
lana and about seven or eight yean 
ago, it is said, this child died and 
was brought from Kent island in a 
inotorboat 
to 
Marshall's 
home, 


whence the funeral and burial took 
place. It is said that the rumor waa 
circulated and never was contradict 
ed by the Marshalls that the child 
that died and was buried was Grace 
the reported invalid daughter. 


This state of affairs is said to i ave 


been going on for the past eleven 
years, and all the girl's relatives and 
friends believed her dead until sev 
eral weeks ago, when her uncle, John 
Hancock, of Wilmington, came down 
to Marshall's off a visit. 


Daring the night he heard such un- 


earthly moans 
and 
groans coming 


fronr the room adjoining that he could 
ntfl sleep. It was kept np all night 
and when light came he arose and 
sauntered out on tbe second-story ol 
the porch. Still hearing the groans, 
he started an Investigation. The shut 
ten to Grace's room* were fastened 
but, peering through the cracks, he 
saw the girl wearing only her under 
clothing, crawling around the floor, 
apparently picking up crumbs and 
eating them. 


Re returned to the house and said 


nothing of the affair to his brother-ln 
law, but came to Easton that day and 


reported tne case to Miss Davies, wnc 
began an investigation of the case- 
She went down to Marshall's resi- 
dence, but was frankly told that nc 
one was alowed to see her. 


She then came back to Easton and

house Miss Davies was compelled tc 
get her a dress, shoes and stockings 
!n fact, everything except unclercloth 
ins, as she had nothing to wear. Miss 
Davies said when she entered the 
room she never in ail her life an-' 
experience hnd seen such a piti 
ful sight. 
She said that in the 


room was an old-fashioned bedstead 
with a straw mattress on it, covered 
with a sheet and two old comforts 
to cover the girl. Miss Davies also 
was told that she was given two very 
scanty meals a day, which her coiidi 
tion plainly show was not sufficient 
for her. 


Dr. Charles P. Davidson, who made 


an examination of the girl, said thai 
she did not hm e two ounces of solio 
lat on her body, and that she had 
barely encurh blood left to keep hei 
alive, and that of the poorest kind 
In fact, her condition was deplorable 
she being nothing more than skin and 
bones. 


Marshall, when placed on the stand 


could give no reason for his treatmenl 
of his child in such a manner, except 
to say that he was not able to send 
her to a hospital, but neighbors said 
that he is a man of considerable 
means and a good bank account. 


The girl has been taken to the 


home of her aunt, Mrs. M. H. James 
where she is receiving medical treat

From what can be; learned, there is 


a law against the beating of children

HSLLSTROM SHOT 


IN UTAH PRISON 


Slayer Is Put to Death by 


Firing Squad, 


HE GAVE ORDER 
TO SHOOT 


The Man President Wilson Twice Ap- 


pealed for Pays Penalty for Mur- 
der. 


Joseph Hilistrom, condemned mur- 


derer, whose case attracted attention 
throughout the country and prompt- 
ed the intercession of President Wil- 
son, the minister to the United States 
from Sweden and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, was put to death 
by a firing squad In the state prison, 
at Salt Lake City. 


Hilistrom was convicted of the mur- 


der of John G, Morrison, a grocer, 
and his son. Arling, January 10, 1914. 
Under the law, he was allowed to 
choose between shooting and hang- 
Ing. He was the nineteenth person to 
pay the death penalty In Utah and the 
fifteenth to choose shooting instead 
of hanging. 


President Wilson 
twice 
appealed 


for further respite for Hilistrom. The 
president's 
second 
request, 
made 


Thursday, was denied by Governor 
Spry as not based on any new facts. 


Although self-posssessed, when he 


faced his executioners, Hilistrom had 
a sensational nervous collapse just 
previously. He tied the door of his 
cell with strips torn from his blankets 
and fought the guards fiercely with 
the handle of a broom he had snatch- 
ed from an attendant In the corridor. 
The outburst was unexpected. 


He arose and began to shake the 


cell door, shrieking as If In a night- 
mare; The noise reached the outside 
guards who turned In a general alarm. 
The prison physician tried with slight 
success to quiet the man. It was de- 
cided not to interfere with him nntll 
necessary and he was not disturbed 
until the time to take him to the 
scene of execution. 
. 


When the guards arrived for this 


purpose Hlllstrom attacked them sav- 
agely with the broomhandle. which he 
had broken In two, leaving a sharp 
point on one piece. 
. The deputy warden, A. C. Tire, re- 
ceived a slight wound In the arm 
from Hillstrom's weapon.

fought silently until Sheriff Corless 
arrived and Appealed to htm.

FOR DOZEN YEARS 
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Accident Reveals Plight oi Young 


Woman at Easton, Mil. 


WORN TO MERE SKELETON 


Nearly 
Starved 
and 
Underclothing 
Her Only Garb When Discovered 
Was Locked in Small 
Room 
to 
Break Up Love Affair. 


One of the most brutal and inhu 
man cases of treatment of a child 
by a parent that ever ha3 taken 
place in Talbot county or in Mary 
land was unearthed by Miss Emma 
Davies, local agent in Easton, Md., 
for the Children’s 
Aid 
society 
ol 
Maryland, near St. Michaels. 
The 
facts in the case, so far as can be 
escertained are as follows: 


It is said that nearly twelve years 
ago Grace 
ilarshall, 
daughter 
oi 
Frank Marshall, who lives on a farm 
near St. Michaels, then sixteen years 
of age, was going with a young man, 
to whom her father and stepmother 
objected, and, to keep her from meet* 
ing him, they locked her up In a room 
in their house about eight by ten feet. 
One day she escaped from the room 
and jumped 
from 
a 
second-story 
porch to the ground, breaking a leg 
She was picked up and carried in the 
house and the limb reset, but not 
properly, one leg being left about 
four inches shorter than the other. 


After she recovered she never was 
allowed to leave the room. 
Marshall 
had other children, but on the death 
of his first wife they were distributed 
around among her relatives. 


One of these little girls was placed 
in the home of her aunt on Kent is­ 
land and about seven or eight yean 
ago, it is said, this child died and 
was brought from Kent island in s 
motorboat 
to 
Marshall's 
home, 
whence the funeral and burial took 
place. It is said that the rumor was 
circulated and never was contradict 
ed by the Marshalls that the child 
that died and was buried was Grace 
the reported invalid daughter. 


This state of affairs is said to \ ave 
been going on for the past eleven 
years, and all the girl's relatives and 
friends believed her dead until sev 
eral weeks ago, when her uncle, John 
Hancock, of Wilraingtoa, came down 
to Marshall’s on a visit. 


During the night he heard such un­ 
earthly moans 
and 
groans coming 
from the room adjoining that he could 
not sleep. 
It was kept up all night 
and when light came he arose and 
sauntered out on the second-story oi 
the porch. 
Still hearing the groans 
he started an investigation. The shut 
ters to Grace’s room* were fastened 
but, peering through the cracks, he 
•aw the girl wearing only her under 
clothing, crawling around the floor, 
apparently picking up crumbs and 
eating them. 


He returned to the house and said 
nothing of the affair to bis brother-in 
law, but came to Easton that day and 


reported tno case to Miss Davies, wiic 
bes-an an investigation of the case. 
She went down to Marshall’s resi­ 
dence, but was frankly told that no 
one was alowed to see her* 


She then came back to Easton and 
through the assistance of Attorney J 
Flctchcr Clark obtained a writ of ha 
bens corpus from the circuit court 
and armed with this and accompaniei 
by Deputy Sheriff James A. Gannon, 
they procured Orland Horsey’s auto­ 
mobile and went down to Marshall’s 
ami brought thc girl back with them 


Before removing 
her 
from 
thc 
house Miss Davies was compelled tc 
get hor a dress, shoes and stockings 
In fact, everything except undercloth 
Ing, as she had nothing to wear. Miss 
Davies said when she entered the 
room she never in all hor aifo and 
experience had seen 
such 
a pit! 
ful sight. 
She .said 
that in 
the 
room was an old-fashioned bedstead 
with a straw mattress on it, covered 
with a sheet and two old comforts 
to cover the girl. 
Miss Davies also 
was told that she was given two very 
scanty meals a day, which her condi 
tion plainly show was not sufficient 
for her. 


Dr. Charles F. Davidson, who made 
an examination of the girl, said that 
she did not have two ounces of solio 
fat on her body, and that she had 
barely cnoush blood left to keep hei 
alivo, and that of the poorest kind 
In fact, her condition was deplorable 
she being nothing more than skin and 
bones. 


Marshall, when placed on the stand 
could give no reason for his treatmenl 
of his child in such a manner, except 
to say that he was not able to send 
her to a hospital, but neighbors said 
that he is a man of considerable 
means and a good bank account. 


The girl has been taken to the 
home of her aunt, Mrs. M. H. James 
where she is receiving medical treat 
m*nt 
from 
Dr. 
Davidson. 
When 
weighed she weighed only fifty-seven 
pounds. 


From what can bo learned, there is 
a law against the beating of children 
by 
their 
parents unmercifully, but 
there does not appear, so far as the 
court or state’s attorney can find any 
law on the statute books of Maryland 
that covers such a case as tills one— 
the inhuman treatment of a child by 
Its parents. 


HiLLSTROM SHOT 
IN UTAH PRISON 


Stayer Is Put to Oeath by 


Firing Squad. 


HE GAVE ORDER TO SHOOT 


The Man President Wilson Twice Ap* 
pealed for Pays Penalty for Mur­ 
der. 


Joseph Hilistrom, condemned mur­ 
derer, whose case attracted attention 
throughout the country and prompt» 
ed the Intercession of President Wil­ 
son, the minister to the United States 
from Sweden and the American Fed* 
eratlon of Labor, was put to death 
by a firing squad in the state prison, 
at Salt Lake City. 


Hilistrom was convicted of the mur* 
der of John G. Morrison, a grocer, 
and his son, Arling, January 10, 1914, 
Under the law, he was allowed to 
choose between shooting and hang* 
ing. He was the nineteenth person to 
pay the death penalty In Utah and the 
fifteenth to choose shooting instead 
of hanging. 


President Wilson 
twice 
appealed 
for further respite for Hilistrom. The 
president’s 
second 
request, 
made 
Thursday, was denied by Governor 
Spry as not based on any new facts. 


Although self-posssessed, when ho 
faced his executioners, Hilistrom had 
a sensational nervous collapse just 
previously. 
He tied the door of liU 
cell with strips torn from his blankets 
and fought the guards fiercely with 
the handle of a broom he had snatch* 
ed from an attendant in the corridor. 
The outburst was unexpected. 


He arose and began to shake the 
cell door, shrieking as If In a night­ 
mare. The noise reached the outside 
guards who turned in a general alarm. 
The prison physician tried with slight 
success to quiet the man. 
It was de­ 
cided not to interfere with him until 
necessary and he w*s not disturbed 
until the time to t^ke him to the 
scene of execution. 
< 


When the guards arrived for this 
purpose Hilistrom attacked them sav­ 
agely with the broomhandle, which he 
had broken in two, leaving a sharp 
point on one piece. 


The deputy warden, A. Cf Ure, re­ 
ceived a slight wound Jn the arm 
from Hilistrom'; weapon. 
Hilistrom 
fought silently until Sheri# Corles3 
arrived and appealed to him. 


“Joe, this 
is 
all 
nonsense,” said 
Corless. 
“What do you mean? 
You 


promised to die like a man/' 
Hili­ 
strom hesitated a moment and then 
yielded. “Well, I’m through,” he snld. 
“But you can’t blame a man for fight­ 
ing for his life.” 


The firing squad consisted of five 
men, who wore paid $40 each for the 
work. 
They selected their rifles by 
lot, one of the weapons containing a 
blnnk cartridge. 


The chair for Hilistrom was placed 
against the inner wall of the prison 
facing a barricade to conceal the fir­ 
ing squad from the condemned man 
and the spectators. 
After he was 
seated attendants asked If he had any­ 
thing to say. He said: 


“Gentlemen, I dio with a clear con­ 
science. 
I never did anything wrong 
in my life. 
I die fighting, not like a 
coward. 
Well, I’m going, good-bye.” 
Hilistrom sta<reered to the clmir and 
his head dropped as he was strappod 
in. 
HiUstrcm’s collapse was attrib­ 
uted to an opiate administered after 
he had offered resistance In hi3 cell. 


The prison physician placed a pa­ 
per target directly over Hilistrom’« 
heart to guide tho members of the 
firing sonad. 


When the officer started to give the 
command to fire 
Hilistrom 
yelled: 
“Let her go!” 
Tho squad fired, and 
four bullets pierced his heart.

One Has Talked.

Hereafter you will have no show 


with the telephone operator when dis- 
puting as to whether you talked o\er 
your allotted time, and must pay ex- 
tra, for they have geared a meter to 
the 'phone so that the time is clearly 
indicated. The costly whimsicalities 
of the taxicab meter at once come to 
mind, suggesting that a new sore trial 
is to be added to the operation of 
the telephone..- All service in this time 
of efficiency and exactitude tends to 
be metered. The gas and electric me- 
ters we know; the water meter some 
oppose frantically, but vainly; the 
meter in the taxicab drives us mad 
as it ticks off the miles, and now we 
are even to talk by meter! 


Increased 'efficiency has come to be 


pretty much the secret of increased 
subscribers' lists, increased revenue 
and increased cordiality in thebusiness 
of telephony generally Nowhere along 
the line, however, has the cordiality 
been more often or more sorely 
strained than through inefficient, in- 
adequate or careless timing of toll 
calls. 


Particularly is this true, declares 


Telephony, in smaller offices, where 
the elaborate and necessarily expen- 
sive apparatus for timing calls has 
been too costly for installation, and 
dependence has been placed upon or- 
dinary clocks, which are, of course, 
as unsatisfactory to the company 
itself as to the telephone-toll user. 
The 'phone-meter, it is claimed, has 
completely solved this small office- 
timing problem, and in larger offices 
it is already proving of great value 
in timing the handling of calls on the 
observation desks. 


As shown in the accompanying illus- 


tration, the -phone-meter registers up 
to six minutes in one revolution of 
the dial, and it continues until stopped. 
When a connection is made the opera- 
tor starts the meter to record by 
mov- 


ing to the right the lever at the top. 
Moving it in the reverse direction 
stops the indicator instantly, showing 
the exact time which has elapsed in 
minutes and seconds. The dial is grad- 
uated to seconds, and the device, it is 
said, is marvelously accurate. 


The 'phone-meter is placed upon the 


keyboard within convenient reach of 
the operator. If while the conversa- 
tion is in progress an interruption oc- 
curs the meter may be stopped and 
then started again when service is 
resumed. The operator is thus not 
obliged to make any calculations as 
to the time consumed. The 'phone- 
meter may also be used by subscribers 
to check the time of toll calls.

it with traps. Some prefer to build 
pens of brush with only one entrance 
to each and place baits in them. The 
entrances, of course, are guarded •with 
traps. 


In weeds, place a bait upon a stick 


about a foot and a. half from the 
ground. Under this place a trap, care- 
fully concealed. One can always rec- 
ognize the presence of the opossum 
by the sharp claw-like marks it makes 
in the mud. 


Search about until you find a small 


tree whose roots are above the ground 
and come together in the shape of 
a sharp angle. In the back part place 
a fish. Arrange the pen of sticks 
about the bait so that it cannot be 
approached except from one direc- 
tion, and have the only entrance 
guarded with traps. Leaves make an 
excellent covering for sets of this 
kind. Sets may also be made at the 
entrances to dens. 
These, however, 


must be placed with extreme care, 
otherwise th^y will not prove success- 
ful. 


The opossum is known to the trade 


as a "cheap fur." The reason is that 
jnost of the pelts secured are not 
prime. The skin, too, is of little value, 
and it was not until lately that there 
was much demand for it at all. After 
a pelt is dried, one can tell "whether 
it is prime or not by examining it 
closely. If black spots are found near 
the throat, especially the hide is not 
first class. The larger the spots the 
less the value. 


Work Which Had Many Complica- 


tions Carried Out With Marvelous 


Accuracy—Designed to Carry 


Immense Load Safely. 


October 1 Baw the completion of 


the groat 112,000,000 railroad bridge 
over Hell Gate, when the two halves 
of the largest steel arch in the world, 
which have slowly been growing out 
toward each other for many months, 
were joined. No ceremonies marked 
the event, though, from an engineer- 
ing as well as a popular point of view, 
it was one of supreme interest. The 
bridge will close the last remaining 
gap in the line which is to link the 
metropolitan centers of the East from 
Washington to Boston, in an unbro- 
ken overland route of stesl rails. The 
bridge will nominally be part of the 
tfew York connecting railroad; in 
practice it will be a means of extend- 
ing the Pennsylvania system via its 
Long Island railroad connections and 
via the New Haven railroad into New 
England, and with the Boston & 
Maine to Quebec and the Maritime 
provinces of Canada. The route at no 
point will be broken by a water gap 
requiring ferriage. These aspects of 
the enterprise give it a national inter- 
est quite apart from its local interest 
as a means of intercommunication in 
the 
metropolitan district 
of New 


York. 


As an engineering feat the steel 


arch across Hell Gate has few to equal 
It in the world; and the greatness of 
the feat is made the greater by the 
marvelous accuracy with which it was 
carried out. The distance spanned by 
the arch, between the mammoth con- 
crete towers upon which its ends rest, 
is 1,017 feet. In the fabrication of 
the arch 19,000 tons of steel were em- 
ployed; yet the latest computation 
made by the engineers check up to 
within one-fourth of an inch. 
This 


quarter-inch represents all possible in- 
accuracies in triangulation of the dis- 
tance across the river, all possible in- 
accuracies in the manufacture of the 
thousands of separate pieces of steel 
that went into the structure, in the 
riveting of piece to piece, in the calcu- 
lations of the expansion and contrac- 
tion of the metal under changing tem- 
perature, and in the building up of 
the concrete towers from foundations 
reaching down 120 feet below the wa- 
ter level. The bridge will carry the 
heaviest load ever designed to be car- 
ried by such a structure. Each lineal 
foot of the bridge will weigh 38 tons 
loaded, the structure itself weighing 
26 tons per foot, leaving 12 tons for 
weight of load. The tallest ships will 
be able to pass under the span with- 
out housing their topmasts or other- 
wise 
shortening their 
gear. 
An 


achievement of this magnitude can- 
not be fairly passed without notice.

Meter Tells Exactly How Long 
One Has Talked. 


Sweet Conversation of Lover#, and 
Neighborhood Gossip, Alike Will 
Be Measured by Contrivance 
Claimed to Be Perfected. 


Hereafter you will have no show 
with the telephone operator when dis­ 
puting as to whether you talked over 
your allotted time, and must pay ex­ 
tra, for they have geared a meter to 
the ’phone so that the time is clearly 
indicated. 
The costly whimsicalities 
of the taxicab meter at once come to 
mind, suggesting that a new sore trial 
is to be added to the operation of 
the telephone. All service in this time 
of efficiency and exactitude tends to 
be metered. The gas and electric me­ 
ters we know; the water meter some 
oppose frantically, but vainly; 
the 
meter in the taxicab drives us mad 
as it ticks off the miles, and now we 
are even to talk by meter! 


Increased efficiency has come to be 
pretty much the secret of increased 
subscribers’ lists, increased revenue 
and increased cordiality in ths business 
of telephony generally Nowhere along 
the line, however, has the cordiality 
been more 
often 
or more 
sorely 
strained than through inefficient, in­ 
adequate or careless timing of toll 
calls. 


Particularly is this true, declares 
Telephony, in smaller offices, where 
the elaborate and necessarily expen­ 
sive apparatus for timing calls has 
been too costly for installation, and 
dependence has been placed upon or­ 
dinary clocks, which are, of course, 
as unsatisfactory to the 
company 
itself as to the telephone-toll user. 
The ’phone-meter, it is claimed, has 
completely solved this small office- 
timing problem, and in larger offices 
it is already proving of great value 
in timing the handling of calls on the 
observation desks. 


As shown in the accompanying illus­ 
tration, the 'phone-meter registers up 
to six minutes in one revolution of 
the dial, and it continues until stopped. 
When a connection is made the opera­ 
tor starts the meter to record by'mov­ 
ing to the right the lever at the top. 
Moving it in the reverse direction 
stops the indicator instantly, showing 
the exact time which has elapsed in 
minutes and seconds. The dial is grad­ 
uated to seconds, and the device, it is 
said, is marvelously accurate. 


The 'phone-meter is placed upon the 
keyboard within convenient reach of 
the operator. 
If while the conversa­ 
tion is in progress an interruption oc­ 
curs the meter may be stopped and 
then started again when service is 
resumed. 
The operator is thus not 
obliged to make any calculations as 
to the time consumed. 
The 'phone- 
meter may also be used by subscribers 
to check the time of toll calls. 


This is all very well for the power­ 
ful corporation anxious to prevent the 
slightest loss of earning, but it is said 
that sentiment is not even remotely 
considered,

it with traps. Some prefer to build 
pens of brush with only one entrance 
to each and place baits in them. The 
entrances, of course, are guarded with 
traps. 


In weeds, place a bait upon a stick 
about a foot and a. half from the 
ground. Under this place a trap, care­ 
fully concealed. One can always rec­ 
ognize the presence of the opossum 
by the sharp claw-lilce marks it makes 
in the mud. 


Search about until you find a small 
tree whose roots are above the ground 
and come together in the shape of 
a sharp angle. In the back part place 
a fish. 
Arrange the pen of sticks 
about the bait so that it cannot be 
approached except from one direc­ 
tion, and have the only entrance 
guarded with traps. Leaves make an 
excellent covering for sets of thi3 
kind. 
Sets may also be made at the 
entrances to dens. 
These, however, 
must be placed with extreme care, 
otherwise they will not prove success­ 
ful. 


The opossum is known to the trade 
as a “cheap fur.” The reason is that 
most of the pelts secured are not 
prime. The skin, too, is of little value, 
and it was not until lately that there 
was much demand for it at all. After 
a pelt is dried, one can tell whether 
it is prime or not by examining it 
closely.

Work Which Had Many Compllca« 
tions Carried Out With Marvelous 
Accuracy—Designed to Carry 
Immense Load Safely, 


October 1 saw the completion of 
the groat $12,000,000 railroad bridge 
over Hell Gate, when the two halves 
of the largest steel arch in the world, 
which have slowly been growing out 
toward each other for many months, 
were joined. 
No ceremonies marked 
the event, though, from an engineer­ 
ing as well as a popular point of view, 
it was one of supreme interest. 
The 
bridge will close the last remaining 
gap in the line which is to link tfte 
metropolitan centers of the East from 
Washington to Boston, in an unbro­ 
ken overland route of steel rails. The 
bridge will nominally be part of the 
N*ew York 
connecting railroad; in 
practice it will be a means of extend­ 
ing the Pennsylvania system via its 
Long Island railroad connections and 
via the New Haven railroad into New 
England, and with the Boston 
& 
Maine to Quebec and the Maritimo 
provinces of Canada. The route at no 
point will be broken by a water gap 
requiring ferriage. 
These aspects of 
the enterprise give it a national inter­ 
est quite apart from its local interest 
as a means of intercommunication in 
the 
metropolitan 
district 
of 
New 
York, 


As an engineering feat the steel 
arch across Hell Gate has few to equal 
it in the world; and the greatness of 
the feat is made the greater by the 
marvelous accuracy with which it was 
carried out. The distance spanned by 
the arch, between the mammoth con­ 
crete towers upon which its ends rest, 
is 1,017 feet. 
In tho fabrication of 
the arch 19,000 tons of steel were em­ 
ployed; yet the latest computation 
made by the engineers check up to 
•within one-fourth o.f an inch. 
This 
quarter-inch represents all possible in­ 
accuracies in triangulation of the dis­ 
tance across the river, all possible in­ 
accuracies in the manufacture of the 
thousands of separate pieces of steel 
that went into the structure, in the 
Riveting of piece to piece, in the calcu­ 
lations of the expansion and contrac­ 
tion of the metal under changing tem­ 
perature, and in the building up of 
the concrete towers from foundations 
reaching down 120 feet below the wa­ 
ter level. 
The bridge will carry the 
heaviest load ever designed to be car­ 
ried by such a structure. Each lineal 
foot of the bridge will weigh 38 tons 
loaded, the structure itself weighing 
2G tons per foot, leaving 12 tons for 
weight of load. The tallest ships will 
be able to pass under the span with­ 
out housing their topmasts or other­ 
wise 
shortening 
their 
gp.ar. 
An 
achievement of this magnitude can­ 
not be fairly passed without notice.

was descending a hill, Edward Schriver, of 
near Biglerville, escaped injury, but the 
machine is practically a wreck.

tank, exploded it and the machine burned. 
Mr Schriver believes it 5s a complete wreck.

Plan to Reopen Railroad. 


A delegation of citizens from East Ber- 


lin and Abbotktown and members of the 
board of directors of the East Berlin and 
Abbottstown Ra'lrbad cotaany, the pro- 
posed corporation to take over and oper- 
ate the old East Berlin Brunch railroad, 
appeared on Wednesday before the public 
service commission, at Harrisburg, in a 
hearing on the question of whether the 
company will be permitted to operate the 
road at grade v;ith all public rowls which 
it crosses. The commission has been ask- 
ed to grant this right to the road, and the 
argument was presented by Attorney J. L. 
Williams, of Gettysburg. Owing to there 
being several members of the commission 
absent, a decision was not reached. Fail- 
ure to secure this permission, it is said, 
will result in the abandonment of all at- 
tempts to re-establish steam railway com- 
munication to those boroughs, as the ex- 
pense of tunneling and bridging the roads 
would be so ereat that the organizers of 
the new company would not attempt to 
undertake it. ^Vith this permission ob- 
tained prospects for rebuilding that por- 
tion of the road torn up and resuming op- 
erations would appear to be bright. Al- 
ready S25.0CO has been subscribed toward 
the project. Only about $5,000 and the 
charter need to be secured before active 
preparations for resumption would begin. 
Of the amount subscribed more than $1,- 
500 was secured in the city of York. 
The 


total amount subscribed thus far has been 
by 200 citizens, showing widespread inter- 
est in the restoration of the road. That 
part of the road between Abbottstown and 
Berlin Junction had previously come into 
possession of four citizens of East Berlin 
and Abbottstown, identified with the new 
company. They are : D. E. Brandt and 
U L. Gladfelter, of East Berlin, and Sam- 
uel Sowers and Dr. T. C. Miller, of Ab- 
bottstown. One of the argument advanc- 
ed in favor of granting the request that the 
road be permitted to cross public roads at 
grade is, that it is merely a restoration of 
the physical condition prevailing before 
Mr. Leas abandoned its operation, and 
that the old road operated for a period of 
39 years under those conditions without a 
grade crossing accident. 


Scarlet Fever at College. 


Using the appearance of scarlet fever as 


an excuse for all the excitement that can 
be stirred up by 300 college boys between 
midnight and dawn, the students at the 
Gettysburg institution called a mass meet- 
ing at 1 o'clock on Thursday morning, re- 
solved to quit the place, and then left by 
automobile and on foot for surrounding 
towns, intending to go on to the'r homes. 
That is some of them did—estimated by 
the college authorities to have been about 
25 in number. The rest stayed there, are 
attending classes, and preparing to wel- 
come the fugitives upon their return. 


Physicians late on Wednesday evening 


diagnosed as scarlet fever the illness of 
Simpson and Hagedorn, two Freshmen 
who roomed in the Old Dormitory and had 
been mingling freely with -the other stu- 
dents. They roomed on different floors 
but had both boarded at the same place. 
Their removal from the dormitories was 
ordered and they were taken to the Ob- 
servatory building on Prep Campus. A 
trained nurse was secured from Harrisburg 
and she is taking care of them, together 
with the physicians in charge. 


Harrisburg, Nov. 20.—The State De- 


partment of Health has traced every 
Pennsylvaniao who fled from Gettysburg 
College and ordered all isolated in their 
homes for observation for ten days. No- 
tice has also been sent to the health au- 
thorities of three other states. 


Chinamen In Fight.

laundry shop in Gettysburg, about 3 o'- 
clock on Thursday morning, got his man 
on the floor and was about to beat him 
with a shovel when Officers Emmons and 
Smiley arrived on the scene and placed 
him under arrest. Dan Hon screamed 
lustily on his way to the jail and the dis- 
turbance aroused a number of residents. 
It is said the young Chinaman, whose 
mind was unbalanced about a year ago, 
through threats received from New York, 
believed the fellow whom he assaulted on 
Wednesday night was sent to spy upon 
him. The mission of the visiting China- 
man was entirely a peaceable one as he is 
contemplating the purchase of Hop Lee's 
laundry.

The animals have made their toilets 
in the orchard until there is scarcely a tree 
that docs not bear mt.rks of it, and the or­ 
chard is virtually ruined. 


Carlisle, Nov. 19.—Viola Stine, 3 years

ONE LITTLE DETAIL MISSING 


When Asked for Name of Secretary of 


War Bill Morgan Wants to Know 


'Which War Is Meant. 


In a rural district of Kansas two la- 


borers -working on the country high- 
way discussed various people and 
settled affairs of nations as they wield- 
ed pick and shovel. Finally one of 
them referred to the secretary of 
war, and the other asked: 


"Hiram, who is the secretary of 


War?" 


"I don't remember his name," said 


Hi, "but here comes old Bill Mor- 
gan. 
We'll ask him." 


So, as old Morgan drove .up. one of 


"the laborers called out: "Hey, Bill, 
kin you tell us who the secretary of 
war is?" 


"Well," said Bill, "I oughter know, 


but I can't seem to remember." And 
he drove on, thinking deeply. 


Soon the two men saw Bill coming 


back, and when he came within hail- 
Ing distance, he called out: "Say, you 
fellers, what war did you mean?" 


Good-By to the Sergeant.

HE turkey is truly an Ameri- 
can bird. It existed on this 
continent with the Indiana 
before Columbus landed. Only 
a few years ago among the 
caves of Arizona the mum- 
mified remains of a turkey 
were found. Practically every 
cave once occupied by the cliff 
dwellers of that region con- 
tained the bones or feathers 
of the turkey, but this speci- 
men is intact. Its age is a 


matter ef speculation among the scientists of the 
National museum, where the specimen is on exhi- 
bition. - 
• 


Another interesting fact in this same connec- 


tion resulted from a scientific expedition which 
Dr. C. Hart Merriam made among the mountains 
of Arizona; he came across a living species of 
bird identical with the one found mummified 
and which is now known to the scientific world 
by his name. 


Another recent discovery in connection with 


the turkey was a Maya hieroglyphic. This piece 
of .parchment shows a grocer's account in which 
are mentioned, with other things, ten turkey hens 
and five turkey cocks. This is thought to be the 
first record of the turkey in this country and 
antedates the expedition of Cortes to Mexico in 
1519. 


But the turkey goes back farther among the 


Indians than even the probable date at which 
the specimen found in the cave existed. Among 
the Zunis,.for instance, there exist many legends, 
handed down from time immemorial, which have 
for their subject the turkey. 


The turkey plays a more important part in the 


life of the Indian than in his legends alone. Not 
only Is it regarded as a choice article of food, 
but in many tribes it is held sacred. In the parts 
of the country where the turkey was,worshiped 
—with that curious devotion to animals which 
characterizes different stages in the development 
from savagery to civilization—it was never eaten 
except when other food was unobtainable. And 
even then separate portions were divided among 
various tribes, so that the religions custom woul;l 
net be violated, 


Turkey feathers rank next in importance to, 


those of the eagle °v?1th all tribes, while the 
Apaches, the-Pamuukeys and Chcyennes chose 
the turkey's feathers for all ceremonial head- 
dresses and ornaments. The Pamunkey tribe 
also used turkey feathers for ornamental pur- 
poses on their clothing, as well as for their head- 
gear. To this day. when they don their native 
costumes, the turkey feather is preferred as orna- 
ment. 


If Benjamin Franklin's words had been heeded 


the turkey would have been the national bird of 
the United States. The eagle is a first cousin to 
the species 1-nown of old in the eastern hemis- 
phere. 
Furthermore, it has appeared upon the 


banners of many nations. It was a symbol of the 
Roman empire. It was known in China for ages,. 
and today it appears upon the banners cf Russia, 
Germany and several other nations. 


The turkey, however, is indigenous to America. 


When the early European adventurers and set- 
tlers arrived they beheld great flocks of turkeys, 
and it soon became known that they were a 
favorite food among the Indians. After a while 
turkeys were proudly sent home as trophies of 
the chase. In this .way the turkey became prac- 
tically a world-favorite as a food. 


When Cortes, in 1519, ascended to the plateau 


of Mexico, he found a social life developed to a 
high degree of refinement. 
He was entertained 


with oriental magnificence. 
All the delicacies 


to be found within the empire were set before 
him': and though game was abundant, the turkey 
held the place of honor among the fowl. 
This 


was the first time that the Spaniards had eaten 
turkey, and the experience proved a most satis- 
'fylng one. 
' * , , * * _ 
They also saw the great tame flocks of the 


birds. In fact, since prehistoric times the turkey 


bas been domesticated and raised for market. 
Today, in Mexico, many of the quaint customs 
then in vogue are still kept alive. And so it is 
that the purchaser of today may select his choice 
of a fowl in the village street. Or, if. he prefers, 
the vender will bring it alive to his door for in- 
spection, fresh from the farm. 


North of the Rio Grande the turkey was equally 


well known and treasured. The celebrated expe- 
dition of Coronado, between 1527 and 1547, pene- 
trated this unexplored region west of the Missis- 
sippi. His explorations were chiefly in what is 
today Texas, Arizona and New Mexico, the home 
of the cliff-dwelling Indians of the Southwest. In 
all the- Indian villages, according to those early 
explorers, turkeys vvere to be found, both wild 
and domesticated. 


From America the turkey has spread to be a 


worm favorite. But the fact that today the tur- 
key is considered a delicacy in so many lands is 
du> to human agencies, and not to the turkey 
itself. 
Slow of movement and deliberate both 


in beginning .flight and in the choice of its alight- 
ing, the turkey unaided would never have become 
known outside its native habitat. 


Cortes, in one of his famous letters written 


about 1518, mentions the turkey. 
He carried 


specimens of the bird to Spain in 1520, where 
they came into immediate popularity, and the 
breeding of turkeys soon became established. It 
was then that the turkey became known as 
"pavos," on account of his relationship to the 
peacock, which was then called "pavo real"—the 
fowl of kings. 


It was a long time before the turkey reached 


France, as far as can be learned from history, 
for the first turkey eaten there was at the wed- 
ding of Charles IX and Elizabeth of Austria. 
June 27. 1570, or 50 years after Spain had first 
tasted the bird. 
The turkey supplied for the 


wedding came from "somewhere in the American 
wilderness." 


Its introduction into England seems to have 


been in 1524. But, whenever it was, it. soon came 
into popular favor and was given such local 
names as Black Norfolk and Large Cambridge. 


It is an interesting fact that these descendants 


of the parent stock were carried back agai» 
across the Atlantic ocean to New England, where, 
crossed with the original turkey already there, 
they began the breed that has spread from one 
end of the country to the other. 


As in this country, the turkey has come to be 


looked upon elsewhere as a holiday feast attrac- 
tion. 


In the early colonial days turkeys were still 


abundant in Massachusetts, the rest of New Eng- 
land, Maryland, Virginia, the Carolinas and 
Florida; while in the last named states the tur- 
key is still found as a native wild fowl, although 
in greatly decreased numbers. 


But a short distance from Richmond is a small 


island inhabited by a tribe of Indians, the Paniim- 


keys. They are part of the Powhatans, and un- 
der an old colonial treaty they pay no taxes and 
have their own government. 
They must, how- 


ever, send to the governor of Virginia each year 
a gift of game or fowl; and very often this gift 
takes the form of several large," plump turkeys. 


Many have been the explanations made as to 


how the bird now so popular at Thanksgiving 
came to be called the turkey, most of which, to 
the true scientist, are nothing but fanciful. One 
such is the explanation that it comes from the 
East Indian word "toka," which, in Hebrew, takes 
the form "tukki," the peacock. As the-Jews m 
South Europe were acquainted with this fowl, 
which is related, it is assumed that they naturally 
applied the word to the turkey wherever it was 
introduced into Spain, and that thereafter it was 
s o called. 
> 
- 
. 
-

. 
Such a roundabout way -explanation, say those 


who know, is entirely unnecessary. 
The bird 


was called turkey because it was 'supposed to 
come from Turkey, where ait was known as an 
Egyptian hen. This, it is 'claimed, is merely in 
accordance with a habit very general, in the six- 
teenth century. 
Whenever new and strange 


things were presented to an ignorant public, 
knowledge spread slowly, but superstition was 
deep, and hearsay was taken for truth. The mar- 
kets of North Europe received this fowl as com- 
ing from South Europe, directly or indirectly 
from Turkey. 


In France, however, the bird was called "din- 


don," or in the feminine "dinde," as thougfl it 
were the fowl d'Inde—from India. The Mexican 
name for the bird is "huajolote," which scientists 
claim, indicates the old Aztec knowledge of the 


- turkey. 
• 


But whatever dispute lias arisen as to the 


name of the turkey, the fact yet remains that the 
turkey is indigenous to America. Although 
scientists believe it is possible that there was a 
species, the original of the present turkey, in- 
digenous1 to the West Indian islands, it is generally 
conceded that all turkeys have descended in some 
way or other frSni the three forms known today 
as the North American, the Mexican and the 
Honduras, the ocellat.ed varieties. 


The Mexican turkey is found wild throughout 


the republic. It is short in shack, with feathers 
on its body of a metallic black shaded only slight- 
ly with bronze, while all its feathers are tipped 
with white. This appears to be the species first 
taken to Spain and other European countries. 
It is thought that the white markings of the 
variety of domestic turkey known today as the 
Narragansett come from this species. 


The Honduras turkey, today is scattered all 


over most of Central America and is extremely 
wild. It has a freer flight than its cousins of the 
North. The head and neck of this bird are naked. 
The ground color of the plumage is a beautiful 
bronze green, banded with bold bronze, blue and 
red, with bands of brilliant black. 
This bird, 


however, cannot be bred successfully nor domes- 
ticated away from its native habitat, while even 
there it can hardly be successfully domesticated. 


The bronze turkey, that variety which today 


holds the place of honor in the North American 
group of turkeys, is outdone by none when it 
comes to beauty or size. 


In the United States there are six standard 


varieties recognized and grown. They are the 
bronze. Narragansett, buff, slate, white and black. 
The chief differences are in size and color 01' 
plumage. The bronze and Narragansett are the 
largest, the buff and slate medium, while5 the 
white and black are the smallest. 
Within fate 


years, however, the white variety has reached 
aueh a point of popularity that it ba* increased 
in size, until with some dealers it occupies third 
place. 


Whatever the turkey may have missed through 


failing to secure that place of honor suggested 
for it by Benjamin Franklin—as the national bird 
—it has nevertheless found a place in the regard 
of the American people which is held by no other 
fowl.

URKEY is uie GREAT 
AMERICAN BID 
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HE turkey is truly an Ameri­ 
can bird. 
It existed on this 
continent with the Indians 
before Columbus landed Only 
a few years ago among the 
caves of Arizona the mum­ 
mified remains of a turkey 
were found. Practically every 
cave once occupied by the cliff 
dwellers of that region con­ 
tained the bones or feathers 
of the turkey, but this speci­ 
men is intact. 
Its age is a 
matter ef speculation among the scientists of the 
National museum, where the specimen is on exhi­ 
bition. 


Another interesting fact in this same connec­ 
tion resulted from a scientific expedition which 
Dr. C. Hart Merriam made among the mountains 
of Arizofia; he came across a living species of 
bird identical with the one found mummified 
and which is now known to the scientific world 
by his name. 


Another recent discovery in connection with 
the turkey was a Maya hieroglyphic. 
This piece 
of parchment shows a grocer’s account in which 
are mentioned, with other things, ten turkey hens 
and five turkey cocks. This is thought to be the 
first record of the turkey in tins country and 
antedates the expedition of Cortes to Mexico in 
J51D. 


But the turkey goes back farther among the 
Indians than even the probable date at which 
the specimen found in the cave existed. 
Among 
the Zunis,,for instance, there exist many legends, 
handed down itom time immemorial, which have 
for their subject the turkey. 


The turkey plays a more important part in the 
life of the Indian than in his legends alone. 
Not 
only is it regarded as a choice article of food, 
but in many tribes it is held sacred. In the parts 
of the country where the turkey was,t worshiped 
—with that curious devotion to animals which 
characterizes different stages in the development 
from savagery to civilization—it was never eaten 
except when other food was unobtainable. 
And 
even then separate portions were divided among 
various tribes, so that the religious custom would 
not be violated. 


Turkey feathers rank next in importance to 
those of the eagle V ith all 
tribes, 
while 
the 
Apaches, the* Pamunkeys and Cheyennes chose 
the turkey's feathers for all ceremonial head­ 
dresses and ornaments. 
The Pamunkey tribe 
also use(J turkey feathers for ornamental pur­ 
poses on tlifjir clothing, as well as for their head­ 
gear. 
To this day, when they don their native 
costumes, the turkey feather is preferred as orna­ 
ment. 


If Benjamin Franklins words had been heeded 
the turkey would have been the national bird of 
the United States. 
The eagle is a first cousin to 
the species known of old in the eastern hemis­ 
phere. 
Furthermore, it has appeared upon the 
banners of many nations. 
It was a symbol of the 
Homan empire. 
It was known in China for ages, 
and today it appears upon the banners of Russia, 
Germany and several other nations. 


The turkey, however, is indigenous to America. 
When the early European adventurers and set­ 
tlers arrived they beheld great flocks of turkeys, 
and it soon became known that they were a 
favorite food among the Indians. 
Alter a while 
turkeys were proudly sent home as trophies cif 
the chase. 
In this way the turkey became prac^ 
tically a world-favorite as a food. 


When Corses, in 151Ü, ascended to the plateau 
of Mexico, he found a social life developed to a 
high degree of refinement, 
He was entertained 
with oriental magnificence. 
All the delicacies 
to be found within the empire were set before 
him*: and though game was abundant, the turkey 
heltf the plac(3 of honor among the fowl. 
This 
was the first time that the Spaniards had eaten 
turkey, and the experience proved a most satis­ 
fying one. 


They also saw the great tame flocks of the 
birds. 
In fact, since prehistoric times pie turkey 
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has been domesticated and raised for market. 
Today, in Mexico, many of the quaint customs 
then in vogue are still kept alive. 
And so it is 
that the purchaser of today may select his choice 
of a fowl in the village street. 
Or, if he prefers, 
the vender will bring it alive to his door for in­ 
spection, fresh from the farm. 


North of the Rio Grande the turkey was equally 
well known and treasured. 
The celebrated expe­ 
dition of Coronado, between 1527 and 1547, pene­ 
trated this unexplored region west of the Missis­ 
sippi. 
His explorations were chiefly in what is 
today Texas, Arizona and New Mexico, the home 
of the cliff-dwelling Indians of the Southwest. In 
all the Indian villages, according to those early 
explorers, turkeys were to be found, both wild 
and domesticated. 


From America the turkey has spread to bo a 
worltl favorite. 
But the fact that today the tur­ 
key is considered a delicacy in so many lands is 
dua to human agencies, and not to the turkey 
itself. 
Slow of movement and deliberate both 
in beginning flight and in the choice of its alight­ 
ing, the turkey unaided would never have beepme 
known outside its native habitat. 


Cortes, in one of his famous letters written 
about 1518, mentions the turkey, 
lie carried 
specimens of the bird to Spain in 1520, where 
they came into immediate popularity, and the 
breeding of turkeys soon became established. 
It 
was then that the turkey became known as 
Mpavos/, o\\ account of his relationship to the 
peacock, which was then called “pavo r e a r —-the 
fowl of kings. 


It was a long time before the turkey reached 
France, as far as can be learned from history, 
for the first turkey eaten there was at the wed­ 
ding of Charles IX and Elizabeth 
of Austria, 
June 27, 1570, or 50 years after Spain had first 
tasted the bird. 
The turkey supplied for the 
wedding came from “somewhere in the American 
wilderness/* 


Its introduction into England seems to have 
been in 1524. But, whenever it was, it. soon came 
into popular favor and was given such local 
names as Black Norfolk and Large Cambridge. 


It is an interesting fact that these descendants 
of the parent stock were carried back again 
across the Atlantic ocean to New England, where, 
crossed with the original turkey already there, 
they began the breed that has spread from one 
end of the country to the other. 


As in this country, the turkey has come to be 
looked upon elsewhere as a holiday feast attrac­ 
tion. 


In the early colonial days turkeys were still 
abundant in Massachusetts, the rest of New Eng­ 
land, 
Maryland, 
Virginia, 
the 
Carolina^ 
and 
Florida; while in the laQt named states the tur­ 
key is still found as a natiye wild fowl, although 
in greatly decreased numbers. 


But a shoit distance 
Richmond is a small 
island inhabited by a tribe of Indians, the Ptunun- 


keys. 
They are part of the Powhatans, and un­ 
der an old colonial treaty they pay no taxes and 
have their own government. 
They must, how­ 
ever, send to the governor of Virginia each year 
a gift of game or fowl; and very often this gift 
takes the form of several large, plump turkeys. 


Many have been the explanations made as to 
how the bird now so popular at Thanksgiving 
came to be called the turkey, most of which, to 
the true scientist, are nothing but fanciful. 
One 
such is the explanation that it comes from the 
East Indian word “toka,M which, in Hebrew, takes 
the form "tukki,” the peacock. 
As the Jews in 
South Europe were acquainted with this fowl, 
which is related, it is assumed that they naturally 
applied the word to the turkey wherever it was 
introduced into Spain, and that thereafter it was 
so called. 


Such a roundabout way -explanation, say those 
who know, is entirely unnecessary. 
The bird 
was called turkey because it was * supposed to 
come from Turkey, where it was known as an 
Egyptian hen. 
This, it is claimed, is merely In 
accordance with ,a habit very general in the six­ 
teenth century. 
Whenever 
new 
and 
strange 
things were presented to an ignorant public, 
knowledge spread slowly, but superstition was 
deep, and hearsay was taken for truth. The mar­ 
kets of North Europe received this fowl as com­ 
ing from South Europe, directly or indirectly 
from Turkey. 


In France, however, the bird was called “din- 
don,” or in the feminine “dinde,” as thougn it 
were the fowl d’Inde—from India. 
The Mexican 
name for the bird is “huajolote,” which scientists 
claim, indicates the old Aztec knowledge of the 
turkey. 


But whatever dispute has arisen as to the 
name of the turkey, the fact yet remains that the 
turkey 
is 
indigenous 
to 
America. 
Although 
scientists believe it is possible that there v/as a 
species, the original of the present turkey, in­ 
digenous to the West Indian islands, it is generally 
conceded that all turkeys have descended in some 
way or other frflm the three forms known today 
a3 the North American, the Mexican and the 
Honduras, the ocellated varieties. 


The Mexican turkey is found wild throughout 
the republic. 
It is short in shank, with feathers 
on its body of a metallic black shaded only slight­ 
ly with bronze, while all its feathers are tipped 
with white. 
This appears to be the species first 
taken to Spain and other European countries. 
It is thought that the white markings of the 
variety of domestic turkey known today as the 
N#rragansett come from this species. 


The Honduras turkey today js scattered all 
over most of Central America and is extremely 
wild. 
It has a freer fiight than its cousins of the 
North, The head and neck of this bird are naked. 
The ground color of the plumage is a beautiful 
bronze green, banded with bold bronze, blue and 
red. with bands of brilliant black. 
This bird, 
however, cannot be bred successfully nor domes­ 
ticated away from its native habitat, while even 
there it can hardly be successfully domesticated. 


The bronze tur2<ey, that variety which today 
holds the place of honor in the North American 
group of turkeys, js outdone by none when it 
comes to beauty or size. 


Jn the United States there are six standard 
varieties recognized and grown. 
They are the 
bronze, Narragansett, buff, slate, white and black. 
The chief differences are in size and color of 
plumage. 
The bronze and Narragansett are the 
largest, the buff and slate medium, while the 
white and black are the smallest, 
Within late 
years, however, the white variety has reached 
uuch a point of popularity that it h a t increased 
in size, until with some dealers it occupies third 
place. 


Whatever the turkey may li^ve missed through 
failing to secure that place of honor suggested 
for it by Benjamin Franklin—as the national bird 
—it has nevertheless found a place in the regard 
of the American people which is held by no other 
fowl.

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POSTMASTER 


IS REINSTATED 


Wilson Countermands Suspen- 


sion of Official, 


OTHER CHAR6ES AGAINST HIM 


"The President Holds Criticism of His 


Engagement is No Reason for Offi- 
cial's Removal. 


President Wilson Instructed Post- 


master-General Burleson to reinstate 
George Burkitt, removed as assistant 
postmaster at Winnetka, 111., because 
be criticised the president for his en 
gagement to be married. 


The president qualified his instruc- 


tions by telling the postmaster-gen- 
eral Burkitt should be restored to his 
position if there 
were 
no 
other 


charges against him. 


Announcement of this action was 


made by the 
president's 
secretary, 


Mr. Tumulty, after a brief conference 
with President Wilson. 
It was said 


unofficially that the president entire- 
ly disapproved discharging 
Burkitt 


for making the remarks accredited to 
him. 


When a postoffice department state- 


ment saying Burkitt still was under 
suspension and that 
other charges 


were heing investigated reached the 
White House, it was stated that or- 
ders were on their way to the post- 
master-general to reinstate the man 
and it was made plain that he was to 
be restored to his place regardless ol 
any other demerits against him. 


In published correspondence 
be 


tween Burkitt and Postmaster Kloep 
fer, of Winnetka, it was said that Bur 
kitt had been given 
demerits 
for 


other things than the remarks about 
the 
president's 
engagement. 
That 


Burkitt denied. The 
president 
did 


not go into that feature in his instruc- 
tions to Postmaster-General Burleson, 
but made it clear teat Burkitt should 
not be discharged tor merely express- 
ing the view that a man should not 
become engaged within a year after 
the death of his wife. 


It was said at the White House that 


Postmaster-General Burleson had no 
knowledge of the case before it was 
called to his attention by publication 
In newspapers. 
The 
discharge 
ol 


Burkitt was approved by Assistant 
Postmaster-General Roper, after an 
exchange of letters with Burkitt. 


Burkitt protested he had not had 


an opportunity to reply to the charges 
as required by civil service laws. Mr. 
Roper informed him that the law had 
been complied with by a letter sent 
to Burkitt by the postmaster notify- 
ing him of the charge of showing dis 
respect to the president. 


•White House officials were annoyed 


by the publicity given to the case 
and it was expected that Postmaster 
General Burleson would act immedi 
ately on the president's instructions. 


The 
postofflce 
department, how 


ever, Issued its statement later in the 
day, saying Burldtt was charged with 
a series of offences which had been 
accumulated 
for 
months. 
Among 


them the statement detailed insubor 
dination, inefficiency, too much atten 
tion to outside affairs, taking vaca- 
tion in excess of his allowance, im 
proper forwarding of mail and unsat 
isfactory service.

Weeping Trees, t 


One of the wonders of plant life is 


the 
weeping ^tree of the 
Canary 


islands. It is of the,laurel family, and 
rains down a copious shower of wa 
ter drops trom its tufted foliage. This 
water is often collected at the foot 
of the tree and forms a kind of pona, 
from which the inhabitants of the 
neighborhood can supply themselves 
with a beverage that is absolutely 
fresh and -pure- 


The water comes out of the tree 


itself through innumerable little pores 
situated at the-margin of tbe leaves 
It issues from the plant as vapor dur- 
ing the daytime, when the heat is suf- 
ficiently great 10 preserve it in that 
condition; but in the evening, when 
the temperature has lowered very 
much, a considerable fluantity of it is 
exuded in the &rm of liquid drops 
that collect near the .edges of. tho 
leaves until these members so bend 
down that the tears - tumble off on 
the ground below in a veritable 
shower. 


Real Cure, Perhaps, for Hay Fever. 


In discussing the use of vaccines 


made from pollens in the treatment of 
hay fever, Dr. Henri Iskowitz of New 
York writes in the Medical Record 
that there are about thirty flowering 
plants in this climate the pollen of 
any one of which may act as the ex- 
citing cause in hay fever. From the 
latter part of May to the middle of 
July the air is heavily charged "with 
the pollens of the grasses and culti- 
vated cereals. From the middle of Au- 
gust tbe plants responsible are chief- 
ly goldenrod, ragweed and Indian- 
corn. 


The serum used for immunizing per- 


sons is prepared from the pollen of 
some twenty flowers. This is injected 
between the shoulders. 15 doses being 
given at intervals of three to five 
days. 
The treatment should begin 


about eight weeks before the bay 
fever season. 
Some patients carry 


their immunity over to a second sea- 
son, others do not. Patients must be - 
treated for several successive years if 
ihe immunity is to be permanent-

shilling notes in England is admitted 
to be a bold experiment, but it has 
proved so successful that every effort 
is being made to increase tbeir circu- 
lation.

The notes are convertible into gold 


on demand, for which the treasury of 
Great Britain has hoarded np a gold 
reserve- for the notes, so that in time 
the paper issue, instead of raising 
prices by inflating tbe Volume a 
money in circulation, will represent 
one kind of money instead of anotb 
er. 


Practical financiers want the note 


to remain in circulation to displac? 
gold, so as to build tip tbe central re 
eerve of metal and prevent the' usua 
vaste by handling in circulation.

OTHER CHARGES AGAINST HIM IS 


¡The President Hold» Criticism of HI« 


Engagement 1« No Reason for Offi­ 
cial's Removal. 


President Wilson instructed Post­ 
master-General Burleson to reinstate 
George Burkitt, removed as assistant 
postmaster at Winnetka, 111., becauso 
he criticise:! the president for his en 
gage men t to be married. 


The president qualified his instruc­ 
tions by telling the postmaster-gen­ 
eral Burkitt should be restored to his 
position if there 
were 
no 
other 
charges against him. 


Announcement of this action was 
made by the 
president's 
secretary, 
Mr. Tumulty, after a brief conference 
with President Wilson. 
It was said 
unofficially that the president entire­ 
ly disapproved 
discharging 
Burkitt 
for making the remarks accredited to 
him. 


When a postofllce department state» 
ment saying Burkitt still was under 
suspension and that 
other 
charges 
were being investigated reached the 
White House, it was stated that or­ 
ders were on their way to the post- 
xnaster-general to reinstate the man 
and it was made plain that he was to 
be restored to his place regardless ol 
any other demerits against him.

ier, of Winnetka, it was said that Bur-

It was said at the White House that 
Postmaster-General Burleson had no 
knowledge of the case before it was 
called to his attention by publication 
in newspapers.

Burkitt was approved by Assistant 
Postmaster-Genaral Roper, after an 
exchange of letters with Burkitt. 


Burkitt protested he had not had 
an opportunity to reply to the charges 
as required by civil service laws. Mr. 
Roper informed him that the law had 
been complied with by a letter sent 
to Burkitt by the postmaster notify 
Jng him of the charge of showing dls 
respect to the president. 


'White House officials were annoyed 
by the publicity given to the case 
and it was expected that Postmaster 
General Burleson would act immedi­ 
ately on the president's instructions.

Real Cure, Perhaps, for Hay Fever. 


In discussing tho use of vaccines 
made from pollens in the treatm ent of 
hay fever, Dr. Henri Iskowitz of New 
York writes in the Medical Record 
that there are about thirty flowering 
plants in this climate the pollen of 
any one of which may act as the ex­ 
citing cause in hay fever. 
From tho 
latter part of May to the middie of 
July the air is heavily charged with 
the pollens of tho grasses and culti­ 
vated cereals. From the middle of Au­ 
gust the plants responsible are chief­ 
ly 
goldenrod, ragweed 
and 
Indian 
corn. 


The serum used for immunizing per­ 
sons is prepared from the pollen of 
some twenty flowers. This is injected 
between tho shoulders, 15 doses being 
given at intervals of three to five 
days. 
The treatment should begin 
about eight weeks before the hay 
fever season. 
Some patients carry 
their immunity over to a second sea­ 
son, others do not. 
Patients must be 
treated for several successive years if 
the immunity Js to be permanent. 


Paper Money Popular. 


The issue of the one-pound and ten- 
shilling notes in England is admitted 
to be a bold experiment, but it has 
proved so successful that every effort 
is being made to increase their circu­ 
lation. 
The Improvements made 011 
Ufa second series of notes lessen tho 
danger of forgery and still othor im­ 
provements may bo made. 


Tho notes are convertible into gold 
on demand, for which tho treasury of 
Great Britain has hoarded up a gold 
reserve- for the notes, so that in time 
tho paper issue, instead of raising 
prices by inflating the volume ci 
money in circulation, will represent 
one kind of money instead of anoth 
er. 


Practical financiers want the note 
to remain in circulation to displace 
gold, so as to build up the central ro 
serve of metal and prevent the1 usua- 
waste by handling in circulation.
